The proposed pnssoee of a primary elec- 


tion law is a matter of interest to not only 
Tullytonn, but Bucks county at large. 
The unique system of this county for the 
nomination of county officers was the 
laughing stock of those connected with 
the State organization who Interested 
themsehee in the last fall campaign. 


The present members of the Legislature 


were supposedly among those who favored 
a change from the mass convention and the 
adoption of some fair representative sys- 
tem of nominating county officers. 
But 


they, too. changed their opinions; at least 
one of them did, after their success lost 
fall.- The advocates of a fair system for 
nomination cannot fail to be disgusted 
with the antics ot some who pretended 
formerly to be for the abolition of the 
mass convention but who as soon as they 
landed " )n top" immediately supported 
the mass convention, Their ideas of re- 
form are rulyemlxjdied In the old couplet: 


"When seeking to effect reform, 


The way yon must begin, 


Is to tain the rascals inside out, 


And 1he outside rascals in." 


As soon aa the outsiders get "In the 


ring" they almost invariably are converted 
to the beauties and glories of the mass 
convention. But this subject has already 
been discussed ata nauseum in the county 
papers. K is a one-sided subject, so much 
so that one does not care to argue at 
length for the abolition of the mass con- 
vention, a system tbat no honest man, no 
man who believes 1n the government by 
the people, can conscientiously uphold. 
The Republicans of the county are up 
against the proposition in a new person- 
ality this fall. More than a year before 
the convention the loaders have selected 
their candidate for County Treasurer and 
expect their rump mass oBnvention of sub 
sidiged eltigena to confirm It Tiest fall. 
These leaders are alternately pleading for 
harmony and threatening to thrash any 
opposing candidate who may appear by 
making the campaign too expensive for 
him, {or the leaders have picked ont a 
man who has the "cold stuff." In effect 
they say to the opposition- 
We don't want you to make a fight, 


But by jingo I if yon ao, 


We've got the man: he'll get the votes, 


For he's got the money, too 
Three has lately come forward as on as- 


pirant for the office of county treasurer a 
new candidate; not exactly new either, for 
he has been before the people previously. 
He stands closer today to the plain peo- 
ple and is more opular and better known 
in this section than the candidate of the 
"ring." Put these two candidates before 
the people with a fair primary election, 
where all Republicans could vote, and he 
would win easily. 
As it is, if he will 


make a vigorous canvass between now and 
next fall, he will at least make the sup- 
porters of the ring candidate know after 
next fall's convention that they have been 
in a fight. With anything like a fair 
chance be would sweep down from South- 
ampton and carrj the "lower end" before 
him, and if such were tbe case his claim 
could not be ignored. How his supporters 
will line up at tbe fall convention remains 
to be seen, but at present they are san- 
guine of his ability to win out.

remained bis home until 1798, when it waa 
sold by the Sheriff of Bucks eounty, and 
tbe eminent financier of tbe revolution 
moved to Philadelphia. The speaker paid 
a high tribute to the character and ser- 
vices of Robert Morris daring the revolu- 
tionary perl.xl. He hod a deep devotion 
in tbi cause of the patriots, and one whose 
figure should not be dimned by the more 
picturesque glory of the military leaden 
of the time. Americans snould look with 
as much gratitude upon tbe financial oper- 
ations of Morris as upon the diplomacy of 
Franklin and the anna ot Washington. 
In the distressed state of finances of the 
colonies Robert Morris gave his fortune to 
uphold the case of independence, and 
raised over a million dollars to stimulate 
the military movement that lei to the 
capture of Torktown. Be was a member 
of tbe continental'congress, and was one 
of the signers of the non-importation 
act. 


He was also a signer of that memorable 
documont, the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. In 1781 he organized the Bank of 
North America in Philadelphia, the oldest 
national bank in the country. 
He was 
also a member of the-convention that 
framed the Constitution of the United 
States. Washington offered him the place 
of treasurer of the United States, but he 
declined, and Alexander Hamilton was 
chosen In his stead. Robert Morris owned 
some 500 acres, incluldng the present 
borough of Morrlsville and contiguous 
territory, and remained In possession of 
the said land until financial embarras- 
mente overtook him. Later on In 1805 
General Moreau come to America as a re- 
fugee during the height of Napolean's 
triumph in Europe, and fell Intp posses- 
lion of a portion of the Morris property. 
In 180* Morrisville was granted a charter 
by the legislature and incorporated into a 
bprough.

The deplorable state 
of affairs was attributed to the great num- 
ber of tippling houses. 
Bishop Potter 


showed how liquor jntemsts were served 
when in abolishing the army canteen and 
"when wise provision is made in the army 
post recreation house for the sufe aud -de- 
cent relaxation and refreshment of the 
soldisr, they control the highest leaislative 
body in the land,so that under the guise of a 
surrender to the disciples of Mro. Nation 
and their like, it plays squarely into the 
hands of the nearest saloon and all the in- 
taraies that its back parlors and their like 
provide for the degradation of decent 
young manhood. Washington saw further 
than this, and it would be interesting to 
surmise whet he would have said and done 
In these days if blandly approached by the 
groat brewing and distilling interests!" 


The Gazette has heretofore expressed ite 


opinion regarding the maintaining of the 
army canteen. The simple fact that li- 
quor was sold under United States Army 
regulations, was sufficient cause'for every 
active temperance advocate to send in 
petitions and memorials to Congress to 
have the traffic stopped. 
The temperance 


people seem to be unmindful of the fact 
that all people are not constituted, alike. 
Because they are strenuously opposed to 
the drinking habit, they are determined 
that their views shall prevail. 
There is 


no gainsaying the fact that rum has 
wrought more misery, despair and disaster 
than all the wars, pestilence and famines 
combined, but is the true cause ot tem- 
perance being served, by a short sighted, 
impulsive crusade against the well regu- 
lated dispensation of intoxicants? By 
abolishing the post exchange, where liquor 
is dispensed under the supervision of army 
officers, and the profits used in establish- 
in)? comfortable reading and lounging 
rooms for soldiers, the men are driven to 
tho low groggeries nnd dives that will 
flourish in the neighborhood of the camp. 
The enlisted men of the army as a rule 
aru made up of a class of fellows whose 
idoas are not in strict harmony with the 
temperance advocates. 
This is probably 


to be regretted but it is nevertheless true. 
Observations made at army posts in differ- 
ent parts of the country leads us to believe 
that a majority of the soldiers in.the reg- 
ular army are men who have no scruples 
regarding the habit of drinking, and that 
if they cannot get a glass of liquor in 
camp they will go to the nearest saloon. 


The canteen 'has beeen abolished and 


with its disappearance there will be a re- 
vival of trade at the near-by saloons, where 
thu worst liquors will be sold to Uncle 
Sam's soldiers.

The 
work Is done over and over again, year 
after year, in a most slipshod and unsatis- 
factory manner. The subject has aroused 
a correspondent of the Sellersville Herald, 
who says: 


"And 
why can't we have good, thought- 


ful men as supervisors to keep our roads 
in good order? Tbe men they hire do 
about half as much work tin the roads as 
they .would do at home. For'some years 
my road tax has been as high as twenty 
dollars. I have been paying road tax for 
thirty-five years. I put the average at 
twelve dollars a year, which will make 
four hundred and twenty dollars. So I 
am out of pocket that much and, the roads 
are no better now than when I began to 
travel on them. Rockhill township far- 
mers pay about three thousand dollars a 
year for road tax; in thirty-five years it 
makes $105,000. Surely there is some way 
of stopping this waste. Is it the farmer's 
own ignorance or bad management that 
accounts for. his not getting on? " 


Congressmen From- Cities. 


The Republican majority in the Fifty- 


seventh House of Representatives jvill be 
forty over all opposition. A much larger 
proportion of the cities of the country will 
have Republican Representatives in it than 
'B the case in the present Congress. This 
fact becomes of importance when it, is re- 
called that 159 cities,.which by the recent 
Federal census had nearly 20,000,000 popu- 
lation, had less than 15,000,000 in 1890 
and less than 10,000,000 in 1880. 


The growth of population is now largest 


in the cities, but in these heretofore most 
of the Representatives have been Demo- 
crats, and this is especially true of the 
larger cities. 
Thus, Mew York in the 


present Congress has not a solitary Repub- 
lican Representative in the lower .house; 
Chicago has four Republicans to three 
Democrats. 
Boston has two Democrats, 


Buffalo one Democrat and one Republican, 
Louisville, Kansas City and Jersey City 
one Democrat each; Baltimore one Demo- 
crat and one Republican, New Orleans 
two Democrats and Albany, Columbus, 
Mempuis, Richmond and Fort Wayne one 
Democrat each. 


In the next Congress there will be three 


Republicans from the Metropolitan dis- 
trict of New York, a solid Republican 
delegation ot five (instead of four Repub- 
licans and one Democrat) from Philadel- 
phia, two Republicans from St. Louis, 
two from Fittstrarg and Allegheny City, 
three from Chicago, two from San Fran- 
cisco, two from Baltimore, one from De- 
troit, one from New Haven, two from 
Cincinnati, two from Cleveland, one from 
Milwaukee, each one from Albany, Buf- 
falo and Louisville. City Representativi 
exercise usually a larger measure of in- 
fluence on legislation in Washington than 
those from conntry districts, for the reason 
tnat the latter are in closer touch with 
their constituents. 


The rural constituents expect the Con- 


gressman to devote part of his time to 
their personal affairs, and to hold himself, 
at all times, in readiness to explain his ac- 
tion on any measure or his absence from 
the roll call. 


The city Congressman is usually under 


no such obligation. He is little known, 
rarely seen, by his constituents; he is sel- 
dom written to by one of them, and is 
seldom heard from by any of them, except 
at or near election time. A very consid- 
erable number of the voters of tne large 
cities (New York furnishes a very fair ex- 
ample of this) do not know who are their 
Representatives in Congress and the exact 
boundariesxof tbe various districts are 
known to very few. Under these circum- 
stances the position of a country Congress- 
man is beset with difficulties, and city 
members, as a rale, exercico a larger 
measure of influence. 


The Fifty-seventh Congress was the last 


to be elected under the apportionment 
based upon the Federal census of. 1890. 
The next House, whose members are to be 
voted (or in 1902, will be chosen on the 
basis of-the census last June, and there 
will be a very large increase in the number 
of -Representatives of city districts in 
consequence, the largest gains being in 
those manufacturing cities in which, as a 
rule, Republican voters predominate'. 
Most of the Democratic members of the 
Fifty-seventh Congress are from southern 
country districts.—N. T. Sun. 


To Stop Hszlng. 


The contention between the two Houses 


ot Congress over the hazing. paragraphs* 
of the Military Academy bill was settled 
Thursday by a compromise, and the bill 
was finally disposed of. 
The conferees 


added to the bill the bill reported by the 
special committee of the House appointed 
to investigate tbe scandals arising from 
the hazing of Cadet Booz, but the Senate, 
after a protracted discussion, refused to 
accept that action, and returned the bill 
and report to the conferees. The point 
of opposition was to that, feature of the 
amendment that excluded cadets found 
guilty of hazing tram ever being appoint- 
ed to the army or navy as oommisisoned 
officers, a punishment which was held to 
be cruel and unusual. As adopted by die 
two Houses, the penalty is limited to two 
years' following the graduation of the class 
to which the disimssed oaoet belonged. 


Thus cadets found guilty of hazing will 


hereafter be dismissed from tbe Academy, 
and become ineligible for re-appointment 
and for appointment as oommissioued 
officers of the army or navy within a per- 
iod following two years from the gradu- 
ation of the class of which such dismissed 
cadets were members. This extension of 
the period of disqualification will prevent 
a dismissed cadet tram being appointed 
to the army at navy before Ms claw has 
graduated, and thus outrank men woo 
have gone honorably through the' Aca- 
demy, a practice which at not infrequent 
Jn the pest,

Norristown, ?a., Feb. 25, 1901. 


The fanatics with the facinorous spirit 


who are endeavoring to settle a moral 
question and to enforce a law by force of 


. arms and violence have demonstrated by 
their proceedings In Kansas and other 
(places that absolute prohibition does not 
' exist in fact, though it u proclaimed in 
constitutional clauses and .sanctioned by 
statutes at targe. There is depravity man- 
, ifested in the violation of the law, and a 
demon hand in the attempt to hew down 
the workers of violation with the hatchet 
and shotgun. Fanaticism ran wild is 
dangerous; and more dangerous when it 
takes on a religious frenzy. These species 
of lunacy is well defined by Shakespeare: 
"The lunatic, the lover and the poet are 
of imagination all compact; one sees more 
devils than vast hell can hold: that is the 
madman; tbe Jover all as frantic,••'.sees 
Helen's beauty in a brow of Egypt; the 
poet's eye in a fine frenzy rolling, doth 
glance from Heaven to earth, from earth 
to Heaven; and as imagination bodice 
forth the forms of things unknown, the 
poet's pen turns them to shapes, and gives 
to airy nothing a local habitation and a 
name." Fanaticism is the most danger- 
ous malady, thrice magnified when it as- 
umes the-hue of Pharisaism with a cen- 
sorious and self-righteous spirit. "Faith, 
fanatic faithronce wedded fast 4p some 
dear delusion, hugs it to the last/" His- 
tory Is full of it. Good people have been 
persecuted, burned and hanged, and tor- 
tured by the thousands. * The peaceful 
Quakers have been .barbarously afflicted; 
Protestants and Catholics have made war 
upon each other, and men have been com- 
pellej to recant or confess to a belief not 
their own by tne cruel hands of religious 
crusaders and fanatical theologists. 
A 


system of just and equal laws, based on a 
.constitution which protects liberty to the 
citizen to worship as he pleases .without 
molestation from other sects, is the only 
sure foundation for freedom, peace, order 
and good society. Sacerdotal superiority 
which assumes in any guise to guine di- 
rect and control the consciences* of men, 
is oppressive, and becomes diabolical in 
the minds of those who have fanatical di- 
vination.

As it stands DOW it looks as if our govern- 


ment will hold itself aloof from the organi- 
zation of the allied powers in the renewed 
attack upon China. Our peope should 
keep out of China. They are a peculiar 
people, differing in form and mind and 
thought from all other nations, formed for 
some wise purpose, and having a religion 
of their own, as they have a language, arts, 
sciences snd laws peculiar to themselves. 
It would have been well if we had not be- 
come entanged with the Philippine Is- 
lands, They may prove a wise acquisi- 
tion and the purchase a profitable invest- 
ment, but we havajuch vast interests at 
stake at home in the protection of our 
poor, and the colored race, who are being 
disfranchised in the South,, that I am 
afraid that the burning issues at home 
will be overlooked in the attraction of the 
people to the war in the far away archipe- 
lago. There is danger in looking too far 
away to do duty that should begin at 
borne.

be dismantled; it has lost its, good name, 
and its usefulness—if it ever had any.

All eyes are directed against 
the follies permitted up the Hudson, and 
Congress will be called upon to abate the 
nuisance by the abolition of the institu- 
tion. The world is runnina after frivoli- 
ties, and as Wendell Phillis said, "lacks 
seriousness." Manly amusements for boys 
and young men attending schools of anv 
kjnd are always encouraged; 'but when 
beastly practices become a ruling principle 
in any institution of learning the institu- 
tion itself has lost its usefulness.

TWO MISTOLUN9 IN WJItCK. 


Edward A. Stoke*' fhoeklnf Death. 
Edward A. Stokes, of Bristol, met a 


norrible death in the railroad wreck which 
occurred af Bordentown last Thursday 
evening. 


Mr. Stokes was 15 years of age and re- 


sided with his wife and step-son on Mul- 
berry street, Bristol, htiving been married 
about a year ego, and beld a position as 
collector for the installment house of 
George Kelly, Philadelphia. 
On Thurs- 


day night when Mr. Stokes did not re- 
turn home, and upon learning of the 
railroad disaster Joseph Wright, the de- 
ceased man's- brothor-in-lnw, and his 
stop-son, Claude Harris, went to Tren- 
ton and began a search for tidings of 
the missing man. The hospitals were 
visited with the hone of finding him 
among the injured victims. 
Failing in 


this the morgue was visited at 
two 


o'clock in the morning, and there a most 
gruesome search was instituted. 
In the 


dim gas light rows of mangled and 
charred remains were exposed to *iew, 
burned beyond recognition. 
Mr. Wright 


went from one to the other examining 
the feet of each blackened corpse as he 
was familiar with the style of shoes worn 
by the object of his search. None tal- 
lied with that for which he was looking. 
The hospitals and morgue in Camden 
were telephoned to but no satisfactory 
answer was obtained," and the party 
searching returned to Bristol. 


Early Friday morning Mr. Wright again 


started on his painful eirand, 
Camden 


was first visited, then a train was taken 
for Bordentown, the scene of the wreck. 
In the course of time it was discovered 
that Stokes' body was under the wrecked 
engine of the accommodation train, burn- 
ed in the most horrible manner. The only 
means of identification were finding a 
book and papers which were on the corpse. 
The cover of the book was burned off but 
the inside pages were intact. The remains 
were gathered up and sent to Trenton and 
finally brought to Bristol on Saturday. 
The {moral services were conducted on 
Tuesday b"y Rev. A. A. Arthur, and were 
largely attended by friends of the family. 


Mabel Daniels Injured. 


Miss Mabel Daniels, daughter of Mr. 


and Mrs. William S. Daniels, who is a 
graduate of the Bristol High School, was 
injured in Thursday's wreck at Borden- 
town, and is still a sufferer from the effects 
of the shock. 
, Miss Daniels is a teacher in a small 
school near Edgewater Park, below Bur- 
lington, and was on her way home to 
Bristol by way of Trenton, when her tiain 
collided with the "Nellie Ely" expiess.

hands of a syndicate headed by Tom L. 
Johnson, of Ohio. 
This practically in- 


su;sB the building of the road in a most 
substantial mannner. Mr. Johnson is not a 
speculator in francldsea, but is one of the 
greatest trolley builders in the country. 
Companies, in which he is the moving 
spirit, own and operate trolley lines in 
Cleveland, }and have the acknowledged 
finest equipment in the country. John- 
son companies also own and operate lines 
in Brooklyn 
A company ot his formation 


has been engaged in building an under- 
ground trolley system in the city of Lon- 
don. 


The real purpose of,tne Johnson syndi- 


cate in gaining control of the franchise 
from Trenton to Bristol was to make the 
last connecting link in a great trolley line 
from New York to Philadeplhia, thus con- 
necting the two greatest cities in the 
country bs an electric railway. 
Fortun- 


ately for Bristol this borough is in the 
path of progress and will share the bene- 
fits to be derived therefrom. 


Tho Johnosn synicate some time ago 


purchased the Bristol and Philadelphia 
trolley road, running from Frankford to 
Bristol, and it is claimed $250,000 was 
paid therefor. 
Now with, the control of 


the franchise from Bristol to Trenton con- 
nection is made with the Trenton, Law- 
renceville and Princeton line, which is in 
possession of the Johnson syndicate. 


The story of the purchase of the roads 


and the plans of the prospective operators 
was told the other day by a man who t 
followed the transaction from the first 
and knows the whole situation. 
He says 


the combination of capital,represented in 
the scheme amounts to millions of dollars 
and that the wealthiest men of New York 
and Boston are backing up the purchasers. 
According to this authority, the different 
roads, franchises and options are in the 
possession of T. L. Johnson, of Cleveland, 
Ohio. Mr. Johnson is largely interested 
in the Allentown road, and has already 
secured the Sadler road between Morris- 
ville and Yardley. He was one of the ori- 
ginal ^nvestors in the old Nassau property 
of New York, now held by the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company, which corpor- 
ation controls the only transportation 
rights across the Brooklyn bridge. 


The rights between Philadelphia and 


Princeton, now held alone by Mr. John- 
son, were gotten together by the following 
roundabout 
transactions: 
First, 
Mr. 


Shaw bought the bonds ot the Bristol and 
Torresdale Company, intending to fore- 
close as soon as the stock of the road could 
be unloaded uppn the Williamson heirs 
and Benjamin F. Phillips, Thomas Craig, 
Ridgway Fell and others. 
But a fore- 


closure was avoided by a fight among* the 
stockholders in an effort to control, and 
Stern & Silvermnn, brokers, of Philadel- 
phia, were sent in to get an option on the 
stock. This was easily accomplished be- 
fore Mr. Johnson appeared upon the scene. 
He began by pretending to buy the Shaw 
road from Bristol to Torresdale and the 
other Shaw interests, including the rights 
of way to Morrisville and the option on 
the upper bridge. Later on he gobbled 
up the Trenton, Lawrenceville and Prince- 
ton road, thus bringing Bristol and Prince- 
ton into direct connection. 


A rumor to the effect that an agreement 


had been entered into between the syndi- 
cate and the Trenton Street Railway Com- 
pany wherby the State street trolley might 
receive cars from over the river and take 
them to the two railroad stations, was de- 
nied recently by President 
Henry C. 


Moore, of the Trenton Company. 
He 


said tnat while he and Mr. Shaw had had 
several conferences no definite arrange- 
ments had been entered into. 
No at- 


tempt bad been made, ne added, to have 
the Trenton company transport any pass- 
engers to Princeton. 


It is claimed that the building of the 


Johnson road will not interfere with the 
plans of the Trenton and Bristol Com- 
pany, which recently obtained permission 
to use tho streets of Bristol.

as an Inferior tobacco is used A smoker 
will say concerning It: That's no good 
now. Give me another brand." 


"A happy choice of name, has a great 


deal to do with the success of a cigar, 
and it is for this reason that-makers use 
the names of popular stage favorites, 
statesmen and others. Sometimes a new 
brand will not take at all. and the makers 
retire it or substitute another name. 
Others catch popular fancy at once, nnd 
enormous gftles are made fi'om the start. 
Certain cigars sell well In one city and 
not at all in another."—Washington Star.

.fholr Impressions of tlie World, M«n 


suid Sunllarlit. 


How does It feel to be in absolute 


blackness a lifetime? 


What ore the blind man's impressions 


of the appearance of Ihe world, men and 
things he has never seen? 


\Vhat arc his thoughts as he gropes 


around in blackness? 


John Hnydcn, an intelligent, lifelong 


blind man, answered these questions and 
tol'l strange, interesting facts about the 
lives of the blind. 


"To he always in darkness," said Flar • 


den, 
"is, of course, terrible, but witn 


time we get used to it, aud that makes 
our lives much ensjer. 


"There is n heavy black mist before us. 


Our minds are most of the time dead tie- 
cause we cannot see things, and onr 
minds have very little to work upon. 
Tben this darkness makes us fear the 
world. We always imagine that all kinds 
of danger is ahead of ns. We blind peo- 
ple know that this fear is groundless, but 
denpite that we cannot get rid of It. 
. "Blind people's thoughts are almost 
alike. 
We are sometimes melancholic, 


but most of the time we think of religions 
matters and get mudi comfort from that. 
There are very few blind freethinkers. 


"Our impressions of the appearance of 


the world are nearly the same. I have 
talked with a great many bliud people 
about that and found that our impres- 
sions were nearly alike. These impres- 
sions, though, are rather vague. 


"We mentally picture New-York as a 


square mass of earth with cuts between 
lor the streets. Our fellow man—well, 
we get by feeling some idea of his shape, 
but the blind eye has no conception of 
size or appearance.

the sound and quality of their'words. 


"Many people when they see a blind 


man walking alone on the street woudiT 
how he manages to find his way without 
aid. That l» easy to understand. When 
going around, we are guided by sound 
and what we call landmarks. 
Nearly 


every street has to ng its own peculiar 
noise. We can tell almost every street 
we have previously passed along by its 
own noise. 
Landmarks are the cracks , man 


and breaks in the sidewalk along our 
way.
